RANX'E'S fnr-nung colonial fin- 
plre was advanced nt the Lon- 
don conference for tlie iiihltntlon 
of naval arninmcnts as n reason 
for a largo Frenclf na\7. Tho vast 
area that Krnnce once owned In the 
Western hoinlsphoro tins shrunk while 
hor possessions In Asia and Africa 
have greatly expanded, X\ut even In 
the Americas tlic French flng still 
flies at a number of scntterdd points. 
Franco's fortliost north territory In 
America, the Mlquolon island group 
off the southern sliore of Nowfonnd- 
Innd, Is little known. Kvon Uiis tiny 
parish of granlte-rlhbod, fog-shrouded 
iRlcts that recalls the rich empire of 
New France has hnd n stormy time 
of It remaining under tho French flog. 
It had been captured from France 
by Great Urltnln before Wolfe's vic- 
tory nt. Quebec nmrkod the tioglnnlng 
of tho end of French control In Can- 
ada; and when tho defeated nation 
ceded Its vast nrens to Britain, tho 
latter gave back the MInuolons ns n 
sort of "consolntlon prize." The lit- 
tle Islands were to serve ns a, baae 
on this Bido of the Atlantic for tho 
French flshermcn who hnd built up 
an Important Industry on the New- 
foundland banks, as had tho British 
themselves. The unsettled status of 
the Islands continued, iiowever, and 
between 1703 and 18ir> they clinngcd 
hands half a dozen tiinos, sometimes 
being depopulated. Since ISin France 
has held undisputed control, 

St. riorre, tho capital and chief 
port of the Islands, became very pros- 
perous as n result of tho thriving 
French nsheries, and In 1831 It was 
the tho lending Ilshlng port of the 
world. There were handsome homes 
In the little town and a social llfo 
that mndo St. Pierre a nilnlnturo 
Paris. But the Mlquelons' prosperity 
and gaiety wore cut short by n pro- 
Falc /actor— halt. Airalrs of empire 
in 10(M moved statesmen In Paris to 
sell the French trcMity rights to catch 
small fish on the Newfoundland coast 
for some millions of franca «nd terrl- 
tory In Africa. The Newfoundland 
flsliermen had been Jealous of their 
French rivals on.tho bimks, especially 
since n generous government subsidy 
enabled the French to undersell all 
competitors In the principal world 
markets. Newfo'undland soon possed 
tho "Bait Act" which prohibited the 
salo of bait to shlpa of ^aliens, and 
from thnt time the prosperity of tho 
Islands has waned. 

Mlquelon Islands Now of Small Value. 
St. Pierre is now only a gray llttio" 
village with a past but no apparent 
future. A quarter of the houses are 
vacant, nnd^tho quays, once tl/rongod 
with vessels whoso yard-arms Inter- 
locked, now have hut a sprinkling of 
ships, ovon at tho height of the Ilsh- 
Ing season. When bait was plentiful 
St ^lorro was a real base of opera- 
tions. Now the decimated. French fish- 
ing lloct operates from France, put- 
ting in nt St. Pierre only Incidentally. 
iCconomlcally these last of France's 
North American possessions amount 
to little; but Franco values them for 
tho snmo reason that Great Britain 
has valued Now;fnundIand: ns a field 
for the training of- seamen, and there- 
fore ns n Btrongtlrencr of her navy. 

Tho Mlquelon archipelago consists 
of Grand Jllquolon, some twelvo miles 
long by six wide. Petite Mlquelon or 
Longlado, a trlllo smaller, and St 
Plorre, only seven miles fiy two. In 
addition there are n nunii)er of tiny 
roclcy islets of llttio Importance. St 
Pierre, though tho smallest of vho 
three major Islands, has always beon 
tho center of population because of 
Its harbor. In tho days of Its pros- 
perity tho town had 0,000 residents 
and 10,000 nddillonnl Frenchmen 
sometimes thronged Its streets during 
the fishing season. Now tho vlllago 
never sees more thnn a.OOO -people nt 
ony time. Many of Its discouraged 
residents have emigrated to Oio 
United States. 

What was long tho only French 
cable to the Now world emerges from 
tho Atlantic at St: Pierre and then 
continues from that station to tho 
Massachusetts coast But ovon ns a 
news door to America the Mlquelons 
no longer seem essential. Since 1803 
a second French cable baa stretdted 
directly from Franco to Uho United 
States. 

A political detail ta eloquent of tho 
changed status of thoMiquelons. At 
St Plerro la tho "governor's resi- 
dence." But no governor now graces 
It In these, tho doya of their deca- 
dcnco,^ the afrairs of tho Mlquclalso 
are attended to by au "administra- 
tor,? 



France*s next American possessions. 
Islands nt tho eastern edge of tho 
Caclbbean sea.

France (n the West Indies. 

To tho visitor going ashore. Point 
a PItre, the commercial capital of 
Guadeloupe, does not look like a town 
prepared for the worst But It al- 
ways Is. Point a PItre Is prepared, 
ond Basse Terre, tho capital, and all 
Guadeloupe Is prepared for hurri- 
canes, onrthquakos and volcanic erup- 
tions. Its preparedness Is to l)o seen 
principally In the construction of Its 
houses. When a news story says that 
8uburi)s of Point a PItre have been 
laid fiat. It gives more worry to the 
outside worid, probably, thnn to the 
Gundelouplans. Frequent experience 
wiih hurricanes has taught them to 
build with light wood. Lot the wind 
blow their houses down. This type of 
house can be built quickly and 
cheaply. 

Gnndoloupe, with its nearby Islands, 
Marie Gnlante, named for a Spanish 
flagship; De.<!lrade, named because It 
was the desired Island sighted by 
Golumbus; nnd tho Saints, comprise 
an area- half ns large as our smnllost 
state, niiode Island. All year around 
the natives enjoy the perfection of a 
tropical sea climate; all tho year ex- 
cept when a hurricane bursts out of 
the cast 

Two shipping llnojji connect Ouado- 
loupe to- France. The Island people 
are proud of France. They copy her 
sidewalk mfea and her food; they 
cling to a French pntols; three thou- 
sand of them marched to Moscow with 
Nnpoleon; nnd many of them fior\*cd 
under tho Tricolor In the Worid war. 

By travelers, however Gundcloupo- 
Is romcmberod chiefly for her por^ 
teusca, her swizzles and for obeali. 

The swizzle Is a drink made of In- 
gredients produced by the Islands— 
Guadeloupe rum added to crushed 
limes. Ice and n little sirup. The con- 
coction Is whipped. Into n froth nnd 
sipped at the end of each sentence 
during a leisurely conversation. 

01)enh, on tho other hand, Is some- 
thing tlmt does not exist Almost no 
one can he found who will admit he 
believoa In It yet many do. Oboah Is 
a charm; It Is black magic, allied to 
the pmcticofl of voodoo worship. In 
tho past sudden and unaccountable 
dentils have been charged to tbe obeah 
"doctors" so- the government and 
church nulhoritlos have tried strenu- 
ously to eliminate this pagan custom 
brought from Africa. Advice some- 
times Is given to strangers that In a 
crisis they can escape any dinicnltloa 
wllh the natives by shouting an obeah 
curse which will make them scatter 
like clmff In a hurricane. -

There was 
oven a suggestion that tho whole of 
Martinique bo abandoned; but only 
one-tenth of tho area was devastated, 
and thd island is now more prosper- 
ous. than before, whllo the population 
has Increased from 182,000 to 250.000. 
St. Pierre, which was tho metropolla 
and most beautiful town on tho Is- 
land, has never been rchuilt Fort do 
France, tho capital, has grown rapid- 
ly ainco tho catastrophe and la now a 
city of more thnn 40,000 Inhabitants. 
Tho southernmost of Fntnce's Amer- 
ican territories Is French Gulann on 
tho mainland of South America. Thla, 
too, la tho most extensive patch of 
French land In tho '"Western heml- 
sphere, embracing 34,7*10 squaro 
miles. The area of tho colony Is thus 
slightly greater thnn that of Mnlno 
or South Carolina. In this extensive 
region thcro nro loss than' 50.000 In- 
babltar)ts (cxcUislvo of native tribes) 
and about one^tblrd of the 50,000 llvo 
In tho chief /own.

Uary cockroach, by climbing Into tho 
telegraphic instrument In a signal box, 
oncQ held up an express ^between 
Toronto and Winnipeg for some con* 
sldcrablo time.
